GOLD AND SILVER. 


Secretary Carlisle on the Purchase 


and Ooinage of Silver 


AID THEIR EFFECT 01 THE TREASURY 


Though Purcbaud With Gold It Can 


Neither be Sold Nor Used in the 


Payment of Any Kind 


of Obligation*. 


WA»BISQ»ON, June 14.—A representa- 


tive of the United Press in conversa- 
tion with Secretary Carlisle suggested 
to him that there was a lack of precise 
information touching the rfmount of 
silver coined up to the present time 
and n'so as to the manner in which the 
present operation of the treasury, un- 
der the so-called Sherman act, results 
in the payment of gold in the purchase 
of silver bullion 
In reply to these 


suggestions, Secretary Carlisle said: 


"The operations of the United States 


mint commenced m 1792, ind from that 
time to 1873, a period of eighty-one 
years, the total amount of silver dol- 
lars coined was 8,045,838 
In 1873 the 


coinage was stopped by act of con- 
gress, but in 1878 it was resumed under 
the so-called Bland-Allison act, by the 
terms of which the secretary of the 
treasury was directed to purchase aod 
coin into standard silver dollars of 413K 
grains each, not less than $'2,000,000 
worth, nor more than M,000,000 worth 
of silver bullion each month, and be- 
tween the date of that act and the 14th 
day of July, 1800, a period of twelve 
years, there was coined 1378,186,793. 
In addition to this there has been 
coined from trade dollars (5,078 472 and 
from seigniorage of bullion purchased 
and coined under the act of July 14, 
1890, the sum of f6,<Ml,100, making the 
aggregate 1389,880,374 in full legal-ten- 
der silver money issued by the gov- 
ernment 
since 
1878. Of

month, the 


remainder being held in the treasury 
as part of the usse^s of > the govern- 
ment, or being represented by out- 
standing certificates. The act of July 
14,1890, required the secretary of the 
treasury to purchase 4,500,000 fine 
ounces of bullion each month and it 
provided that he should continue the 
coinage of silver dollars at the rate of 
f J.000,000 per month until the first day 
of July, 1801, and under this act there 
have been coined 129,408,461, which 
makes the total coinage of silver dol- 
lars, under all acts since 1878, I119,%t)4,- 
835, or more than fifty tunes as much 
as waa coined during a previous period 
of eighty-one years 


In addition to the silver bullion pur- 


chased by the government since 1878 
and coined as above stated, the secre- 
tary of the treasury has purchased un- 
der the act of July 14, 1890, and now 
holds in the vaults of the treasury, un- 
coined, 124,292,532 fine ounces of silver 
bullion, which cost the people of the 
United States (114,299,920, and is worth 
to-day, at the market price of silver, 
(103.411,380, thus showing a loss of 
110,888,530. 
Jty the twins 
of the 


Hct the secretary was required to 
pay for all silver bullion purchased 
by the > issue of new United States 
treasury notes payable ia coin, and It 
provided that upon demand of the 
bolder of any such notes they should 
be redeemed in gold or silver coin at 
the discretion of the secretary, "it be- 
ing," in the language of the act, **the 
established policy of the United States, 
to maintain the two metals on a parity 
tvith each other upon the present legal 
tatio or such ratio as may be provided 
by law." 


In the execution of this declared 


policy of congress it is the duty of the 
decretory of the treasury, whin the 
tiecessity arises, to exercise all the 
(>owerb conferred upon him by law in 
t>rder to keep the government in a con- 
dition to redeem its obligations in such 
toin as may be demanded and to pre- 
vent the depreciation of either as com- 
pared with the other. 


The records of the treasury depart- 


ment show that during the eleven 
months beginning May 31, 189J, and 
ending May 1, 1893, the coin treasury 
notes issued for the purchase of silver 
bullion under the act of July 14, 1890, 
amounted to $49,961,184, and that dur- 
ing the same period the amount of such 
notes paid in gold was 47,7*6,178 
It 


thus appears that all the silver bullion 
purchased during that time, except 
$2,318,011 worth, wa» paid in gold, 
while the 
bullion Itself is stored 


In the vaults of the treasuiy and 
can neither be sold nor used the for 
payment of any kind of obligation 


How long the government bhall thus 


be compeled to purchase silver bullion 
and increase the public debt by issuing 
coin certificates in payment for it, IB a 
question which congress alone can an- 
swer 
It is evident that if this policy 


la continued and the secretary of the 
treasury shall be compeled to issue 
bonds or otherwise increase the inter- 
eit-bearlng public debt, it will be done 
for the purpose of procuring gold with 
which to pay for silver bullion pur- 
chased under the act referred to. 


Th» Sln»noi»l Situation u Viewed trom 
a Tre««ury Standpoint. 


WASHIHOTOH, Jnn« 14.—The finau 


cial condition of th« country as viewed 
from a trewury standpoint shows gen- 
eral improvement Bank and commer- 
cial failures are fewer, Europe is buy 
ing- our groin in greater quantities, 
gold shipments have ceased for the 
present, confidence is being restored, 
and money is not so tight. 


The treasury net gold has increased 


from $89,000,000 to $91,1100,000, and the 
demand for small money in the west 
will have the effect to still further in- 
crease tM treasury void. The rate of 
exchange is soffloUntly high to war- 
rant the shipment of gold, but the fact 
{hat oommereUl paper Is for sale In 
London has a deterrent effect 
There 


is a general feeliag that the worst is 
paasod, the weaker financial inatitu- 


lons and business firms having sne- 
nmbed, while those that have passed 
lirough so far unscathed are the 
tronger for having weathered the 
nancial storm.

Col. Ainsworth says he has stated 
he facts so fully because he is con- 
mccd that a fair investigation will re-

Pol Ainsworth goes on to say that he

CHICAGO, June U.—Judge McConnall 


ia» returned a decision against tha 
Imerican Preservers' trust, which may 
lave an important bearing. The de- 
rision WM made by the court in * case 
brought by the Preservers' association 
against Andrew D. Bishop, of Krans- 
ton. When the trust was organized 
in 1888, Bishop, who was engaged in a 
canning business in this city, trans- 
ferred his effects to the new corpora- 
tion and took stock in the concern in 
payment. Later he dropped out, and 
the association replevined his property, 
•mounting jo about (12,000, claiming 
that it belonged to the trust, and that 
Bishop was merely acting as its agent. 


Suit WM brought end the case came 


up for hearing before Judge McCon- 
nell 
The attorney for the defendant 


argued that the Preservers' association 
bbught up the property of different 
corporations throughout the country, 
then organized Itaelf into a corpora 
tion, with the power of exercising tha 
privileges in law similar to those ob- 
tained by other concerns. The attor- 
ney argued that tho new corporation 
was limply the agent of the trust, and 
as the trust was illegal, the corpora- 
tion must be illegal. Judge McCon- 
nell took the same view of the case and 
said: "No court of record should lend 
U legal operations to further the in- 
terests and carry out the purpose of u 
.rust. To my mind the corporation 
mown as the American Trust Pre- 
servers' association is but tlio agent ol 
ihe trust, and as such the same illegal- 
ly attaches to it as to the principal 
concern." 


The plaintiff was granted three days 


.o reply to the plea of the defendant. 
The case will probably be appealed 
and taken to a higher court for adjudl* 
cation. 


The Preservers' trust controls a ma* 


iority of the canning interests In Wash' 
ngton, Boston, New York, Chicago, 
Jetroit and St Louis Its capital stock 
s but 10,000,000 at t he present time, ac- 
cording to the statement made by its 
chief counsel. It, however, has the 
privilege of increasing the capital 
stock at any time t. 11.1.000,000.

A. E. auytos>worn: LiveinDeoatnr, 
and am a reporter on tbe Berald-De- 
natch. I was in tbe recaption room at 
be jail about 3 o'olook on the night ot 
lie hanging. I oonld hear them at work, 
rat could not see who wen engaged in 
making down the doon. I remained 
within the jail until the negro waa taken 
out. Saw the hanging; did not know 
my one who touched the negro except 
he doctors, when tbey examined him 
after Bosh had been hanged. I was un- 
der tbe an light at the time Bush was 
lulled np; did not see any on* engaged 
n the act of tying Bush's feet or hande. 
[ know Walter Parker, and aaw him 
then that night; spoke to him in the 
residence portion of tbe jail, but I did 
not see him again, 
J. W. Williamson sworn: Live in De- 
oatnr, and am a member of the police 
'ores. I saw the banging of the negro, 
Bush; I recognized Britton and Atter- 
jerry in the crowd who demanded ad- 
mission to the jail. I think Britton was 
the man who need the crowbar on the 
outer door; I waa in the court house when 
the assault was made inside the jail. 
I do not know any one of the parties en- 
gaged in the work except tbe ones named 
ibove, Britton was helping to bring 
Bush out of the jail. I did not recog- 
nize anyone else. I was at the Brnns- 
wiok hotel oorner the greater portion of 
,ne lime. I saw Britton and Vest lift 
Bush np on to the top ot the carriage. I 
think the hack belonged to Bpler and 
was driven by a man named Tanqnlsah, 
Vanqulash was not on the seat first, but 
when some one else got on to drive the 
team Vanqnlash sprang np and said he 
could manage his own team and took tbe 
lines from the stranger. 
[Ben Col. Anderson and Dr. Heil en- 
nged in quite an amusing discussion as 
» who owned tbe hack, who drove it and 
who held the lines.] 
I think Dave Lavy was the man who 


mounted the hack and from whom Tan- 
qnlash took the lines. I did not know 
anyone who did the cheering. Levy had 
an old hat on and won a dark overcoat 
or ulster. He was OB the hack. Ha was 
the only one who apparently attempted 
to conceal his identity, but of thto I am 
not certain. 
It will be noticed that the form ot the 


verdict does not order the arrest of either 
Britton, Atteberry or Vest.

men before signing the verdiot discussed 
ihat point at Some length. 
It was held 


by the majority ot the jury that there 
waa no necessity ot inning a warrant as 
tbe parties named were not likely to ran 
off, and besides the grand jury would no 
doubt speedily return indictments and 
then the parties would be arrested.

Penitentiary to maintain and purchase 
machinery and materials to employ cer- 
tain prisoners now under contract whose 
employment wjl! oease June 30,1849. 


Appropriating $128,000 to enable tba 


commissioners of the Southern Illinois 
Penitentiary to keep employed the coot 
viote now idle or without profitable em- 
ployment, and for repairs and improve- 
ments of the penitentiary. 


The bill for the Western Hospital tor 


tbe Insane was passed and was sent to 
the senate, when a strong effort will be 
made to pass it before tbe day of final 
adjournment. 


Representative Barton's arbitration bill 


providing that all questions of dispute 
between employer and employes which 
cannot be aettled amicably shall be sub- 
mitted to a board of arbitration to con- 
sist of the oonnty judge and two other 
persons, one to be chosen by the em- 
ployer and the other by tbe employe, was 
passed .only one vote being oast against it.

He laid that what with the noise 
and the arrangement of the entrances, it 
waa next to,impossible now to transact 
court Business properly in the room. He 
offered a nnmber of suggestions and pre- 
sented a list of things he thought ought 
to be supplied. He desires two swing 
doors pat in to shut ont noise, tbe main 
entrance to the room closed except pa 
special occasions, the ladies water closet 
changed to the one on the weat side of 
the building, carpet put down inside of 
tbe court room railing, also in the jury 
box, file desk for the clerk, and six easy 
ohaire provided for lawyers and clients to 
be need at the trial ot cases.

court house janitor service was placed in 
the hands of the oommittee on public 
buildings with power to discharge, in 
case ot necessity, subilitnting a tempor- 
ary janitor.

AS TO CAB COUPLERS. 


Agreement as to Height ot 


Draw Bar— Will be the 


Standard. 


tbe 


An agreement as to the height of the 


drawbar required for couplers on freight 
care bae been filed by tbe American Bail. 
way Association with the inter-state com- 
merce commission, in accordance with 
the oonpler bill which passed the laat 
congress, and will soon be'promnlgated 
by tee commission in an official circular. 
The height of the drawbar specified by 
tbe railway association is 34J^ inches. 
and will be adopted as the standard 
drawbar on American railways. 


This is the first important step toward 


carrying ont tbe coupler bill and equip- 
ping all freight care in the United States 
with safety couplers, which shall couple 
the cars by impact without the interred 
tion ot a train hand or the use of the old 
link and pin. The railroad companies 
will now be required to equip new oars 
with safety couplers corresponding with 
the height of the drawbar prescribed by 
the association, and must have all their 
oars so equipped within the next five 
yearn. The officials of tbe inter-state 
commerce commission were duly author- 
ized to decide the matter in ease the 
railway association tailed to act, but the 
prompt action of tbe association within 
tbe time allowed by law is regarded as 
an indication that no obstacles will be 
thrown in the way by the large railway 
systems of tbe country, and that the loss 
of life and limb by coupling aooidento 
will Boon be reduced to a minimum.
